Some days since we referred to an extraordinary and 
romantic trial which took place in the Queen's Bench. 
During that trial, which was to decide the possession 
of only £150 a year, the judges who presided were 
men of vast experience and enlarged minds. No 
point in the case could escape them, and whether the 
decision were given for the plaintiff or defendant, 
both the public and suitors were satisfied that justice 
would be done. Yesterday another case, equally 
strange and as romantic, was commenced in the same 
courthouse, but before a very different tribunal-

advocate of discontented bakers. In cases of lunacy, 
which require the utmost tact,the most consummate dis- 
cretion, a deep knowledge of mental science as well as 
a thorough acquaintance with practical law, two 
nisi prius lawyers sit as judges, known not for any 
overwhelming number of briefs showered upon them 
by confiding clients, but for pecuniary sacrifices in 
unsuccessful candidatures to represent unwilling 
constituencies. That a man who has committed 
petty larceny should be tried by two judges “learned 
“in the law,” while cases in which a large amount 
of property, and the liberty of a fellow-creature 
depend upon a Commissioner's wisdom and expe- 
rience should be decided by two nisi prius lawyers, 
temporarily elevated to the position of Commission- 
ers, is little short of a mockery of justice. 

The case itself is remarkable, not only for its 
strangeness, but for the large amount of property 
which certain relatives are very anxious to take care 
of Aman named Cody, residing in Cork, hada 
family of three sons and one daughter. Of the sons 
one is insane, and confined ig a Government asylum. 
Another is the promovent of the present Commission, 
endeavouring to prove that his sister is insane. The 
sister, when quite a young girl, left Ireland, and took 
service with a person named Watte, in London. Her 
master is said to have been an old man and a miser. 
However that may be, he raised his servant to the 
position of a wife, and married her about fifteen years 
since. Three children were the fruits of the mar- 
riage, two of whom, together with the husband, are 
dead. One little girl, five years old, survives. By 
the will of her husband, Mrs. Watte obtained entire 
possession of his property, amounting to £16,000 in 
stock, and houses in London value for £200 a year. 
Subsequent to the death of her husband, Mrs. 
Watte was involved in protracted and worrying liti- 
gation with her husband's relatives, who impeached 
not only her right to the inberitance, but the 
validity of her marriage. An impression seems to 
have grown upon her mind that her husband's rela- 
tives were determined to persecute her further, and, 
pow Óe cut “previous to Ndéveinber, 1859, shí 
went to Ballinacurra, near Cork, and for a time resided 
with her brother, the promovent iu the suit. Extrava- 
gant as she is allege to be, it would seem ber residence 
was an object for which something would willingly 
be sacrificed. She feared, it issaid, her brother's 
wife, and then the wife, to please her, was compelled 
to leave her home. At Ballinacurra, Mrs. Watte be- 
came acquainted with a person named John O'Con- 
nell, a youth of 19 or 20, and most unexpectedly to 
her relatives, and, it is said, to herself, was found to 
have married him. There is a mystery about the mar- 
riage. It was celebrated by the Rev. Mr. Fitzpatrick, 
a Roman Catholic priest, although Mrs. Watte pro- 
fessed to be a Protestant. The priest was warned of 
the imbecility under which she laboured, yet that 
appears to have been no obstacle, and the marriage 
was celebrated in a public-house. Some explanation 
of these circumstances may be given to-day: cer- 
tainly it is required. 

We cannot comment upon the evidence until the 
case is concluded, but the facts, as they stand, are 
very extraordinary. It is not every day a young 
man of 20 has the chance of securing a wife, double 
his age, it is true, but worth £16,000; nor is such a 
marriage a proof of insanity on either side. In the 
diocese of Paul Cullen priests are not allowed to 
eelebrate mixed marriages, and when Roman Catho- 
lies will marry Protestants, they generally proceed to 
Liverpool, where the diocesan is not so strict. Per- 
haps the fact that £16,000 was at stake, that the little 
girl might be a valuable prize to the Church, and 
that O'Connell, a person in humble life, and his pro- 
perty, could be managed by spiritual directors, 
excused the violation of Episcopal rules. We await 
the further proceedipgs in the case with interest, | 
while we regret that it will not be sifted before Com-

Codd; who still hoped that he would be induced to 
reconsider the matter, and not deprive the city of his 
valuable setvices, For the present, however, sup- 
posed that the resignation should be accepted. 

Alderman Lambert said he had the pleasure of co- 
operating with Mr. Codd as a feliow-representa- 
tive since the formation of the Council, and he 
felt it his duty to move that his resignation be 
accepted, He was very sorry that Mr. Codd had taken 
this step, but he was informed by his friends that it 
was his deterusination to adhere strictly by the terms 
of his letter. If he (Alderman Lambert) could sup- 
pose for a moment that Mr. Cold would change his 
mind, or that aay remonstrance would induve him to 
continue as a member of the Corporation, he would be 
the first to propose that his resignation be not accepted; 
but he had no reason to believe that Mr. Codd would 
change his miad upon the matter. He believed that the 
withdrawal of Mr. Codd was a great loss, not only to 
the Corporation, but to the citizens at large, and in 
saying so he believed he merely expressed the senti- 
ments of the members of the Council generally.

‘ngly gamed Mr. Hawkshaw, a man of great eminence 
in tis profession. Ie said, however, that he would not 
oe warranted in communicating with him until he had 
/btained the consent of the city representatives and of 
ihe Corporation, : 

P Mr. John Martin expressed his entire confi- 
dence in the selection of Mr. Cardwell. He be- 
lieved the gentleman named was very well suited to 
make the necessary inquiries, and he would say that 
whatever that gentieman’s report might be it was their 
duty to acquiesce in it. i 

The matter was thea dropped. 

Alderman Kisaban then said he had been deputed by 
hy party with which he actéd, and to whicu he belonged, 
to propose that Mr, John Ousely Bonsall, of Fitzwilliam 
Ward, should be nominated to fill the place of chiet 
magistrate of this city for the year 1561. He was a 
highly respectable gentleman, and no man could be 
brought before the community more distinguished for 
ategrity and honour than he was. [no selecting him, he 
was happy tu iaform the Council that they would select 
+ gentleman who had retired early from business, who 
had realised an independent fortune, and who had 
plenty of leisure to devote to the affairs of his office, 
which, in the event of his election, he had no 
doubt he would dis harge to the satisfaction of all 
parties. Every one who knew him was aware that he 
held strong political and religious opinions, and they 
were all equally well aware that during the time he was 
a member of the Corporation he had never intruded 
chese opinions disagreeably upon any one. He ( Alder- 
men Kinahan) was bound to say that he never kuew a 
man entertaining strong convictions like Mr. Bomsal| 
more disposed than he was to avoid anything like 
giving offence. This being the fact he did not think there 
was apy man more fitted to fill the oilice of chief 
Magistrate. 

Alderman Atkinson seconded the nomination, and, in 
doing so, said he knew Mr. Bonsall for many years. 
He considered him highly qualified to fill the office ix 
jaestion. He had been many years in business, and 
had realised an independence by industry and 
perseverance. From his t voircumetances, toe, 
ae was able to attend to the affairs of the public. He 
was, moreover, an educated, intelligent gentieman, well 
vequainted with public business, aud always ready w 
meet his fellow-citizens on the must friendly terms. He 
might appeal to every member of the Curporation w 
testify as to his great attention in transacting the busi- 
yess of that body. In every respect, he considered Mr 
onsall highly eligible for the post; but, of course, his 
election depended upon whether the Liberal majority 
would vote for him. s The Conservative party, undvube 
diy, considered him quite qualified for the office ; and 
he hoped the Liberal majority would co-operate witb 
them in securing his election. At the same time, he 
should say that they did not ask for any favour at their 
hands. It woald, however, in his opinion, be only just, 
in pursuance of the agreement hitherto entered into, 
that Liberals and COonservatives should be elected 
alternately, that Mr, Bonsall should be elected on the 
present ovcasion. 

Alderman Reynolds said that, in proposing the name 
of Mr. Bonsall to fill the office of chief magistrate of 
this city, Alderman Kinabeo had alluded to the fact 
that he had carried on business for several years, 
and had retired froni trade without the slightest stain 
apon his reputation. He (Alderman Reynolds), and he 
believed every other member of the Curporation, would 
assent to that statement ; but, while he admitted that 
fact, he should also state that there were other qualities 
besides those which had been enumerated and dweit 
upen requisite to be possessed by one who aspired to the 
office of Lord Mayor, and who appealed to a Council re- 
presen ing all shees of political nd religious opiniwus.
